HOW PEOPLE REST. 


Som e liaci'H Sit am i I.le Dow n, W h ile Oth­ 
er» Crouch and K neel. 
Th ere is wide difference in th e modes 
followed by th e various races of th e 
world in taking th eir rest. 
It seems to 
tiie American th at by far th e most sat­ 
isfactory way to do it is eith er to sit or 
lie down, but th ere are millions of h u­ 
man beings th at rest quite as well in 
quite a different way. 
Th e most barbarous races crouch and 
kneel wh en resting and do it so com­ 
fortably th at th ey sleep in th ose pos­ 
tures as easily as an American does in 
bed. Th e lower classes among th e Hin­ 
doos and some of th e South American 
races sleep th us, th e men usually crouch ­ 
ing and th e women kneeling. 
In tin* next h igh er grades of civiliza­ 
tion th ose positions give way to sitting 
with crossed legs. Th is is th e sitting 
posture of th e Mussulman and th e Pa­ 
cific island races, as is well known. In 
some Persian h ouses, h owever, it is not 
unusual to see th e 
inh abitants and 
guests ranged about a room kneeling 
against th e wall. 
Anoth er step upward on th o ladder of 
civilization brings us to ch airs of vari­ 
ous forms. A primitive ch air consisting 
of a simple wooden support a few inch - 
; es h igh is found in some parts of 
' Africa. Th en comes th e same support 
with a round crosspiece, wh ich is seen in 
Guinea, and th en a flat crosspiece with 
two legs, wh ich is used in th e upper 
Nile country. Finally comes th e th ree 
and four legged stools and ch airs, some­ 
times in simple form and sometimes 
| h andsomely carved, wh ich are found 
among th e civilized races all over th e 
| world. 
In Egypt th e fellah s retain th o four 
i postures of th eir ancestors, th e kneeling, 
th e sitting, th e cross logged and th e sit- 
\ ting upon th e ground with legs joined. 
All four date from th e eigh teenth 
| dynasty. —Exch ange. 


Ore Treatment. 
A process h as be< a brough t forward 
| in Sweden, by Olm and Loftrand, for 
extracting gold or bismuth from ores by 
means of melted h ad. 
Th e process can I 
be applied to mineral mixtures contain­ 
ing, for example, iron ores, limestone, 
bismuth , native gold, quartz, or sili­ 
cates, and oven wh en th e mixtures are I 
so poor m gold and bismuth th at it I 
would oth erwise be unprofitable to work j 
th em. Th e meth od now brough t forward ! 
consists m placing th e ores in a bath of 
melted lead, keeping it as free as possi­ 
ble from any contact with th e air. To 
gold ores wh ich contain little or no bis­ 
muth enough of th e latter substance is 
added to reduce th e melting point of th e 
alloy as far as possible, in th is way pre­ 
venting oxidation of th e alloy and loss 
of metal wh ich would oth erwise result. 
Th e bath made use of for th is purpose 
is filtered th rough a cylinder, th e bot­ 
tom of wh ich consists of a perforated 
sh eet of metal covered with a layer of 
asbestus, pieces of iron wire and coal 
dust. 


C» u» e nf Nos e 
In weak persons bleeding at th e nose 
is frequently h urtful and sh ould be 
stopped with out delay, as continued 
h emorrh age may prove fatal if neglected.

H e A lm o nt P re cip itate d a Seco nd 
Cot» IIlet W ith F ran ce. 
The rapidity with which France wa s 
repairing the disasters of the war and 
the ease with which she met the finan­ 
cial obligations it imposed on her as­ 
tonished Europe and perturbed 
the 
statesmen at Berlin. Her military force 
wa s being judiciously reconstructed, 
and it seemed also as if the calculation 
of Prince Bismarck as regards the con­ 
stitution of her internal government 
might be falsified. The German chan­ 
cellor desired to set' established what a 
Russian diplomatist happily described 
as a republiquc dissolvante. 
Notwithstanding his efforts to bring 
this result about and the impracticable 
character of the Comte de Chambord, 
which rendered the restoration of mon­ 
archy for a time impossible, there were 
indications that a stable sy stem of gov­ 
ernment would be founded which would 
enable France to recover a strong posi­ 
tion in the community of nations. Prince 
Bismarck was resolved this should not 
be, and suddenly , in May , 1875, Prince 
Hohenlohe, the present chancellor of 
the German empire, who was then em­ 
bassador in Paris, 
appeared at 
the 
French foreign office and asked for ex ­ 
planations regarding the scheme for the 
reconstruction of the French army . The 
Due de Broglie, in his interesting ac­ 
count of the embassy of M. tie Gontaut- 
Biron to Berlin, describos the consterna­ 
tion which followed this attempt to pro­ 
voke another quarrel with France. An­ 
other war seemed inevitable. 
England 
and Russia interfered to prevent it. 
Prince Bismarck could easily have dis­ 
regarded the remonstrances of both. 
England would certainly not take up 
arms if lie paid no attention to her rep 
resentations, and Russia would have 
thought twice before incurring the hos­ 
tility of Germany in view of coming 
events in the Balkan peninsula. 
The fact, though not generally known, 
is that t)i<' greatest inlluence in prevent­ 
ing war was that of the Grand Duke of 
Baden. While the relations with France 
were becoming complicated the Emperor 
William happened to be stay ing at the 
Meinau, the seat of the Grand Duke of 
Baden, on the Lake of Constance. 
One 
morning the grand duchess, who was 
the emperor’s daughter, came into her 
father’s study and showed him a num­ 
ber of ex tracts from the press. 
He per­ 
ceived at once that the country wus 
drifting into war, and, after a consulta­ 
tion 
with his son-in-law, who was 
strongly opposed to provoking a war, 
which, however successful for the mo­ 
ment, would have been most disastrous 
to the name and character of Germany , 
the aged monarch went off that very 
evening to Berlin, and Prince Bismarck 
had to beat a retreat.—(Quarterly Re­ 
view.

A profound German medical authority 
say s that it is doubtful if a healthy man 
play ing any instrument in a correct 
method ever suffers through play ing 
upon any reed or brass instrument, but 
those who have any weakness of the 
heart or circulation may be injured by 
play ing any wind instrument, 
As it is quite easy for a musician to 
inspire between the

music, Emt impossible for him to ex pire 
without overblowing his instrument, it 
follows that the instruments thut re­ 
quire the least ex pcnditureof breath are 
the more injurious for tie* r< anon that 
the play er must hold his breath for lo n g 
intervals. 
This is the e as e with both the oboe 
and the flute. 
The charge is probably 
true that the curious tickling of the 
lips that is caused by the double reed 
mouthpiece of the instrument frequent­ 
ly causes cancer. 
The eminent sen ntist who has dis­ 
covered these tilings about the compar­ 
at i v e l y harmless oboe should now as­ 
certain whether accordion and oonoer- 
tina play ing does not superinduce mus­ 
cular paraly sis in an aggravated and in- 
incurable form.—New York Journal.
